The Record and Chronicle wes published rrom November 12, 1942 to November 
15, 1945. Its purpose was to print news about the hospital and about its staff and 
Alumni in the Armed Forces. It had world wide circulation, being sent bi-monthly 
to those in service besides being distributed in the hospital. When the shooting 
war ended, publication ceased with its Third Birthday Issue. It met with apparent 
success as there wes great demund for its continuance, but with many «edditional 
duties imposed upon the Editor during the post-war period, he felt that he no longer . 
could give time to its publication. Now that we have a Public Relations Department 
which is willing to assume this responsibility, we believe that 4 revival of the 
Record and Chronicle is indicated ss « house organ for the hospital. 


Even though our organization, by its nature, is & complex ome, we are all 
working together ts a team with one primery purpose in mind, nemely, the cere and 
comfort of our patients. We are personally very proud of the splendid cooperation 
of everyone towards this goul. However, if a house organ will help to draw the 
team closer together and make for more effective team play by keeping everyone better 
informed as to what is going on in all departments of the hospital, or what the . 
verious squads of our team are contributing towards the functioning of the whole, it 
will be well deserving of the effort. Our new editor is J.C. Heminway, Director of 
Public Reletions. With his steff of reporters in the various departments, they will 
also bring to us interesting personal items about our personnel. I believe it was 
Charles Lamb who wrote, "The person I don't like is the person I don't know," 

The Record and Chronicle should help us to become better acqueinted with one another 
and therefore we should work better together as a team. Many of the metropolitan 
papers cerry on their mestheads the purpose of their paper, such as the New York 
Times - "All the News Thet's Fit to Print." Our purpose should be "Working To-Gether 
for the Cere and Comfort of our Patients," 


I earnestly seek your cooperation with our new Editor and his staff and I feel 
assured that as our resurrected Record end Chronicle progresses, it will become 
increasingly interesting and worthy of your support as a reader and contributor to 
its pages.

RECORD ROOM 


-As the first issue of The Record and Chronicle goes to press, the Record 
Room is breathlessly awaiting the birth of Mrs. Miergijerski's (Betty Peters 
to the less informed) second child, Will it be a boy or w girl? We in the Record 
Room, a8 busy as we ere, are still concerned over things like births' in our 
"family" of girls. (NOTE: Betty's baby - a boy on Thursday, January Sth.) 


Let me tell you the story of the Record Room, It is where the detailed 
records of each individuel, no matter how smell, are kept by us, & klaen of thirteen 
girls. Some of us are on a special service - working with three or four doctors, 
The services are Orthopaedic, Surgical end Medicel, Those of us who work on a 
Service may have a clinic once or twice a week since most of our time is devoted 
to the recording of admissions, progress, operetive and discharge notes on in- 
petients. Qthers who ere in the clinics are there five times 4 week, sometimes 
Six, the sixth being scoliosis. The clinics we frequent ere Mens', Womens' and 
Childrens' orthopaedic clinics, arthritis, fracture, polio, emputee, dermatology, 
neurology, ear nose and throat und surgical. We truly deServe the name of"Racket 
Room", given to us, us the sound of a typewriter may always be heard, 


Our records go back over fifty years end cre always accessible for research. 
Each diagnosis made is given a code number and Operatives are listed alphabetically, 
It is therefore possible by these means to locate eny record or group of records 
for purposes of research, 


For newcomers who enter our clinic waiting room for the first time, the 
sound of a "dummy" may be heard, The patient's clinic cards are‘placed on the 
"duumy" and sent up to the second floor where the charts are pulled out and sent 
down @S8 Soon &S possible. Many times patients return after an absence of one to 
twenty-five years, most often having lost their hospital number. This necessitates 
checking through the neme file and often a quick trip to our sixth floor stom ge“ 


ruon for the chart, 


In the afternoon, after the clinic patients have been seen, the first floor 
is strangely quiet. The girls are upstairs transcribing their notes. Many charts 
mast go to the X-ray Department the following morning for reading. 


The coordination and cooperetion of the Record Room is in the hands of a 
quiet, but efficient young woman, We don't regurd her as an employer for she works 
with us and for us. piss Cecelia Saviano Started out ty working as a medical sec- 
retary in the clinics and gradully worked her way up to become a Registered Medical 
Librarian, She worked ty day and went to school at night for her license. Many 
of us, I know, would like to follow in her footsteps. Every girl who enters the 
Record Room for the first time fecls a little trightened - but soon overcomes her 
fear after Speaking with Miss Saviano, Our problems as well es merriments are 


atte 


shsred with her. 

Our Record Room may well be proud of its achicvement.

DR. JOHN LOVELOCK 
1910 -- 1950 

All of us in the Hospital were shocked and saddened by the recent death of 
Dr. John Lovelock. Because of his ability as a miler all the New York papers in 
reporting his death featured his accomplishments on the track in the Olympics 


of 1936 and other Meets, but gaid very little about his medical career. We, there- 
fore, are pleased to publish the following by Dr. Hansson:- 


"Since the tragic death of Dr. Jack Lovelock in « subway eccident December 
28, 194C, much his been said about his international prominence us an athlete, 
However efter setting a world's record in the 1500 meter at the Olympic Games in 
Berlin in 1936, Dr. Lovelock hung up his spiked shoes and devoted all his time 
and effort to medicine. 


He entered Oxford as a Rhodes scholar from New Zealand in 1931, took his B.A. 
degree in 1934 end his mester's degree in 1937. He graduated in medicine in 1940. 
In 1938 he attended St. Méry's Hospital in London end in 1939 wos house physician 
at Brompton Hospital for Diseases of the Chest. In 1940 he wes clinicel assistant 
at the Queen Square Hospital for Nervous Diseases. In 1940 he enlisted and spent 
8 months at the Mill Hill 'Neuropsychiatric Hospital in London. In 1941 he was 
Army Specialist in Physical Medicine with the rank of Mejor. He worked as such in 
the London District and in Northern Ireland, From 1942 to 1946 he was assigned to 
the Physical Development Centre, Skegness and the Army School of Physical Training 
at Aldershot. After leaving the army he returned to St. Mery's Hospital end was 
active in physical medicine end rehabilitation at both the Brompton Hospital and 
St. Bertholomew's Hospital. 


Dr. Lovelock published a number of pepers, most of them connected with 
athletic injuries, physical fitness, and rehabilitation. 


Dr. Lovelock came to this country in the beginning of 1947, and was mede 
Assistant Director of Physical Medicine and Rehabilitation at The Hospital for 
Special Surgery in New York. Dr. Lovelock wes very much interested in his 
Specielity and his tragic death cut short a very promising cereer in the medical 
profession in this country.
